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The  history  of  all  churches  shows  that 
there  are  some  people  who  do  wrong  in 
spite  of  any  restraining  influence  which 
the  church  may  exert.  Many  of  these 
persons  have  been  embittered  because  of 
poverty  or  other  unfavorable  conditions 
in  which  they  find  themselves.  They 
stoop  to  crime  because  it  seems  the  easi- 
est way  out  of  their  difficulty.  Others 
through  mental  inferiority  or  its  equiva- 
lent, the  weakening  of  their  minds  by 
drugs  and  stimulants,  are  little  above  the 
beasts. 

Causes  of  Crime 

Most  criminals  have  passed  beyond  the 
stage  when  they  can  be  taught  brotherly 
love.  This  attitude  can  best  be  developed 
if  begun  in  childhood.  If  home  conditions 
during  youth  are  antagonistic  to  love  for 
one's  fellows  and  respect  for  law  it  is  im- 
probable that  the  -Church  or  any  other 
uplifting  -organization  can  hold  the  aver- 
age individual  strongly  enough  to  con- 
vince him  of  the  value  of  the  restraints 
which  society  has  developed  for  its  pro- 
tection . 

All  this  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  proper  way  to  reduce  crime  is  to 
minimize  poverty,  eliminate  the  use  of 
harmful  drugs  and  other  devitalizing  rmb- 
stances,  promote  education  and  develop  a 
wholesome  home  atmosphere.  Any  in- 
stitution that  can  modify  the?e  conditions 
for  the  better  will  reduce  the  proportion 
of  prospective  criminals  in  just  about  the 
degree  that  it  eliminates  the  sources  of 
evils. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  is  endeavoring  to  assist  its 
members  in  all  of  these  fundamental  ac- 
tivities. In  a  former  talk  we  saw  that  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church  and  the  nature 
of  the  organization  all  tend  to  reduce 
poverty  and  to  foster  co-operation  in 
material  as  well  as  spiritual  affairs.  The 
Church  has  always  placed  great  emphasis 
on  the  home  and  the  duty  of  the  parents 
to  look  to  the  ultimate  welfare  of  their 
children,  and  broken  homes  are  relatively 
uncommon  among  the  Latter-day  Saints, 
particularly  those  who  are  active  in 
Church  work. 


Closely  related  to  religious  activity  as 
a  rough  indicator  of  the  criminal  status 
of  a  people  is  their  educational  situation. 
Educated  people  furnish  a  far  smaller 
proportion  of  criminals  than  do  those 
without  education  ;  the  number  of  crimin- 
als appears  to  be  in  just  about  the  inverse 
proportion  to  the  extent  of  education. 

Methods  of  Comparison 

With  these  preliminary  ideae  in  mind 
let  us  examine  the  available  facts  regard- 
ing crime  to  see  how  the  Latter-day 
Saints  may  be  rated.  Before  proceeding 
to  present  these  facts,  however,  it  should 
be  pointed  out  that  statistics  of  crime  from 
different  localities  are  not  always  strictly 
comparable  because  of  differences  in 
vigilance  of  the  police  forces  both  in  re- 
cording crimes  and  in  apprehending  viola- 
tors. For  this  reason  statistics  of  the 
minor  offenses  are  seldom  comparable  for 
different  places  and  for  different  periods 
of  time  in  the  same  locality.  Crimes  which 
warrant  penitentiary  convictions  are  more 
nearly  comparable,  since  they  are  of  the 
serious  type  which  are  highly  repulsive 
to  law-abiding  people  and,  therefore,  more 
completely  recorded  and  convictions  more 
likely  than  is  the  case  in  such  breaches  as 
disturbances  of  the  peace,  violation  of 
automobile  regulations  and  the  like. 
Statistics  of  major  crimes  committed  are 
still  too  incomplete  to  make  detailed  com- 
parisons for  different  sections  dependable, 
and  our  main  reliance  must  be  on  peni- 
tentiary convictions.  This  introduces  the 
factor  of  diligence  in  apprehending  as 
well  as  convicting  criminals.  For  greatest 
dependabiliy,  therefore,  our  comparisons 
must  be  for  relatively  limited  areas. 

From  all  available  information  at  hand, 
the  Latter-day  Saints  are  exceptionally 
vigilant  in  enforcing  the  law.  The  laws 
of  Utah,  in  which  State  the  members  of 
this  Church  have  always  predominated, 
are  among  the  most  severe  in  America  in 
punishing  criminals.  Lynching,  which  is- 
a  rough  indication  of  laxness  in  the  enfor- 
cement of  law,  has  been  almost  nil  among- 
the  Latter-day  Saints,  and  Utah  in  this 
respect  ranks  with  the  New  England 
States,  which  are  regarded  as  the  most 
law-abiding  in  our  countrv. 
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Penitentiary  Convictions 

Even  though  there  are  difficulties  in 
,  making  comparisons,  it  is  probably  worth 
while  to  present  the  available  statistics  of 
prisoners  in  state  penitentiaries  in  order 
'that  the  general  status  of  the  Latter-day 
'Saints  as  compared  with  other  peoples 
may  be  gained  before  we  make  the  more 
detailed  analysis.  Tire  latest  three 
i  United  States  reports  on  the  number  of 
prisoners  in  state  prisons  per  100,000  of 
population  gives  an  average  of  42.4  for 
Utah.  The  average  for  the  nation  is  two 
and  one-sixth  times  this  proportion.  In 
this  regard,  the  states  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Utah  varied  between  a  little  more 
than  twice  to  approximately  six  times  the 
proportion  found  in  this  state.  Here  as 
in  lynchings  and  in  other  available  crime 
statistics,  Utah  more  nearly  approximates 
the  proportions  found  .in  the  New  Eng- 
land States  than  she  does  any  other  sec- 
tion of  our  country. 

In  order  to  discover  the  influence  of 
the  Latter-day  Saints  in  Utah,  we  may 
group  the  counties  of.  the  State  accord- 
ing to  the  percentage  of  Church  members. 
Penitentiary  reports  give  the  counties 
from  which  the  criminals  came,  and  by 
considering  the  records. for  a  long  period 
and  combining  the  counties,  the  results 
should  be  reliable.  .  In  the  following  dis- 
cussion the  average  is  for  a  25-year  period 
for  the  number  of  criminals  convicted  per 
county  each  year. 

During  this  period  the  total  number  of 
persons  sent  to  the  Utah  penitentiary  was 
3,134  of,  which  99  were  merely  being  held 
for  -the  Federal  Government.  This  total 
is  the  equivalent  of  34.2  yearly  per 
100,000  average  population  or  just  a  little 
higher  than  the  number  of  confinements 
reported  in  the  above  mentioned.  U.S. 
Government  reports.    , 

,  The  statistics  show  that  the  six  counties 
more  than  90  per  cent  Mormons,  had  an 
average  penitentiary  conviction  rate  of 
only.  17. 4  or  slightly  over  half  the  rate  for 
.the  whole  stale.  The  average  rates  of  the 
other  groups  of  counties  with  decreasing 
.  proportions  of:  *  Lgtter-d^V:,  Saints,  were 
.  .19.2;  28.5,  42.3.  and  48.7  per  100.000 
population.  .Stated  iu  another  way,  the 


convictions  to  the  penitentiary  decrease 
as  the  proportion  of  Mormons  in  the 
counties  increase.  As  would  be  expected, 
because  of  the  small  number  of  convic- 
tions and  chances  of  error  in  estimated 
population,  this  relationship  does  not  hold 
absolutely  when  the  individual  counties 
are  considered,  but"  a  study  of  the  two 
groups  with  over  80  per  cent  Latter-day 
Saints  shows  that  each  is  in  general  con- 
siderably lower  than  the  individual  coun- 
ties in  the  rest  of  the  groups.  Of  the  ten 
counties  with  a  rate  of  less  than  20  con- 
victs per  100,000  population,  the  only  one 
not  in  the  two  groups  with  over  80  per 
cent  Latter-day  Saints  is  Rich  Countv, 
and  all  persons  reporting  religion  in  this 
county  were  Mormons,  but  the  total 
number  reporting  any  religion  was  less 
than  two-thirds. 

The  reports  from  which  the  above  re- 
cords of  Utah  were  taken  do  not  give  the 
religious  inclination  of  the  convicts.  The 
data  kept  at  the  penitentiary  are  fairly 
complete  for  this  item  since  about  April, 
1919,  however,  and  a  tabulation  was 
made  of  the  religious  inclination  and 
nativity  of  convicts  with  numbers  between 
3,717  and  4,262. 

The  total  number  is  equivalent  to  27.3 
per  100,000  population  of  the  state,  as 
compared  with  34.2  per  100,000  during 
the  25-year  period  just  discussed.  The 
shorter  record  shows  26  per  cent  of  those 
convicted  to  have  been  born  in  the  State 
as  compared  with  i  20  for  the  longer 
period  ;  but  since  the  proportion  of  native 
born  people  in  Utah  has  increased  about 
10  per  cent  in  the  past  25  years,  this 
would  be  expected. 

The  convictions  per  100,000  Latter-day 
Saints  is  12.9  a  year.  Such  a  figure  or 
one  somewhat  higher  might  -have  been  ex- 
pected from  a  consideration"  r>f  the  rates 
for  the  counties  highest  in  Mormons  as 
:  previously  discussed.  It  shoud  not  be 
supposed  that  a.  large  porportion  of  those 
not  stating  their  religion  were  ■  Mormon 
born,  because  73  outiofthe  82  were  born 
outside,  the  State,  whereas  it  is  estimated 
that  over  80  per  ciefnfcof  'the  Mormons>  are 
native  to  Utah.  Even  if  the  entire  82 
were   Mormons,   however,  ''the  mte:i  would 
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be  no  higher  than  19.6  and  there  is  good 
reason  for  believing  that  very  few  of 
those  not  stating  their  religions  were 
members  of  that  Church. 

While  the  Latter-cUiy  Saints  compose 
about  62  per  cent  of  the  total  population 
of  Utah,  they  furnish  only  about  29  per 
cent  of  the  convicts.  Of  the  156  Mormon 
convicts,  114  were  born  in  the  State. 
Therefore  it  is  likely  that  only  21.1  per 
cent  of  all  persons  convicted  were  reared 
under  Mormon  control  from  birth.  In 
proportion  to  their  numbers  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  furnished  less  than  half  their 
quota  of  convicts. 

Other  States' 

The  State  of  Idaho-  contains  about 
88,000  Latter-day  Saints  which  is  enough 
to  make  a  statistical  study  of  that  State 
significant.  The  Idaho  Penitentiary  Re- 
ports give  the  religious  inclination  of 
convicts.  The  convictions  per  100,000 
population  in  that  State  for  the  four 
years  1919  to  1922  were  28.5.  The  rate 
for  those  native  of  Utah  was  20.3,  while, 
if  the  Latter-day  Saint  population  be 
taken  as  85,000  for  this  four-year  period, 
the  rate  would  be  17.4  per  100,000.  It 
is  seen  from  this  that  while  the  rate  of 
convictions  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  some- 
what above  that  for  Utah,  the  Church 
members  in  Idaho  furnish  only  61  per 
cent  of  their  quota  of  criminals,  a  pro- 
portion somewhat  the  same  as  that  found 
for  Utah. 

The  boundaries  of  the  counties  in 
Idaho  have  shifted  so  much  since  1910 
that  it  is  impracticable  to  try  to  estimate 
the  population  in  order  to  arrive  at  the 
per  cent  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  them. 
However,  by  using  the  counties  existing 
in  1916  when  the  religious  Census  was 
taken  it  is  possible  to  group  the  counties 
according  to  the  proportion  of  Mormons 
to  all  persons  reporting  religious  inclina- 
tion during  that  year. 

In  the  counties  with  over  80  per  cent 
Mormons,  there  were,  in  these  four  years, 
64  convictions  to  the  Idaho  Penitentiary. 
Equating  this  number  which  the  estima- 
ted population,  we  find  the  rate  to  be 
21.3  per  100,000  whereas  the  rate  for  the 


counties  with  between  66  and  77  per  cent 
Mormons  had  a  .  rate  of  28.2  and  the 
counties  in  which  the  Mormons  composed 
only  a  very  small  fraction  or  none  of  the 
total  population  had  a  fate  of  31.0.  This 
substantiates  the  above  conclusions  and 
again  shows  that  here,  as  in  Utah,  the 
counties  high  in  Latter-day  Saints  were 
lower  than  the  average  of  the  State  in 
convictions,  whereas  the  counties  lowest 
in  Mormons  are  higher  than  the  average. 

The  Governor  of  Arizona,  in  1916, 
stated  that  of  438  convicts  in  Arizona 
during  that  year,  only  4  of  them  were 
Mormons.  As  the  Religious  Census  for 
that  year  gives  the  number  of  Mormons 
in  Arizona  as  12,624,  this  would  give  a 
rate  of  31.7  per  100,000  Latter-day 
Saints,  whereas  the  rate  for  the  State  as  a 
whole  would  be  159.6.  The  small  num- 
ber of  Mormons  in  Arizona  at  that  time 
makes  the  comparison  of  limited  value 
statistically,  but  it  at  least  shows  that 
there  is  no  excess  of  criminals  among  the 
Arizona  Mormons. 

No  other  state  has  a  large  enough 
Latter-day  Saint  population  to  make  a 
study  of  crime  in  it  of  much  value.  The 
three  states  considered  all  agree,  however, 
in  showing  the  Latter-day  Saints  to  be 
relatively  law-abiding. 

Opinions  of  Observers 

There  have  been  impartial  observers 
recording  the  conditions  among  the  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  at  various  periods  from  the 
time  of  the  immigration  to  Utah  until 
the  present.  Practically  none  of  these 
have  spoken  derogatively  of  the  moral 
condition  of  the  people.  Most  of  these 
writers  have  reported  conditions  similar 
to  the  following  statement  by  Phil  Robin- 
son :  "  I  can  assure  my  readers  that  the 
standard  of  public  morality  among  the 
Mormons  of  Utah  is  such  as  the  Gentiles 
among  them  are  either  unable  or  unwil- 
ling to  live  up  to."  Although  this  state- 
ment was  made  about  1884,  it  would  ap- 
pear from  the  data  presented  above  that 
the  condition  described  then  is  found  to- 
day. A  few  years  later,  A.  B.  Carlton, 
who  served  on  the  Commission  sent  to 
Utah  to  enfore  the   Edmunds  Anti-poly- 
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gamy  Law,  prepared  the  sketches  for  his 
"  Wonderlands  of  the  Wild  West."  Af- 
ter his  seven-year  sojourn  among  the 
Latter-day  Saints,  he  wrote:  "It  is  a 
common  belief,  propagated  by  sensa- 
tional Writers,  and  designing  and  inter- 
ested .  persons,  that  the  Mormons  are  a 
gang  of  incorrigible  rogues  and  criminals ; 
when,  in  fact,  according  to  the  testimony 
of  every  unprejudiced  man  who  is  ac- 
quainted with  them,  that  for  honesty, 
industry,  sobriety,  neighborly  kindness 
and  peace  and  good  order,  the  Mormons 
are  at  least  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  any 
other  community  on  this  continent.  Over 
95  per  cent  of  the  saloon-keepers  and 
gamblers  of  Utah  are  anti-Mormons,  and 
while  the  Mormons  are  over  75  per  cent 
of  the  population,  yet  six  or  seven-eights 
of  the  heinous  and  felonious  offenses,  as 
murder,  manslaughter,  burglary,  robbery, 
rape  and  the  like,  are  committed  by  the 
Gentile,  or  non-Mormon,  minority." 
Carlton's  statements  concerning  the  pro- 
portions given  above  were  based  on 
figures  gathered  in  a  census  made  about 
1880.  They  do  not  differ  essentially  from 
the  figures  for  the  present. 

In  a  speech  made  by  Senator  Thomas 
of  Colorado  in  the  U.  S.  Senate  he  says: 
"  Mr.  President,  when  respect  for  the 
law  is  the  exception  and  not  the  rule, 
when  the  different  forces  of  society  are  so 
antagonistic  that  the  political  structure 
is  menaced  with  danger  it  is  refreshing  to 
note  that  the  adherents  of  this  faith 
(Mormon)  have  at  all  times  been  the  ad- 
vocates and  the  exponents  of  peace,  of 
justice,  of  law,  and  of  order ;  and  how- 
ever just  the  criticism  aimed  against  for- 
mer institutions,  the  fact  remains,  as 
established  by  more  than  half  a  century  of 
practice,  that  the  communities  professing 
the  Mormon  faith  are  among  the  best  and 
highest  exemplars  of  American  citizen- 
ship." 

We  thus  see  that  statistics  and  the 
statements  of  those  who  have  observed 
conditions  among  the  Latter-day  Saints 
agree  that  these  people  are  much  above 
the  average  of  peoples  under  similar  con- 
ditions in  their  freedom  from  crime.  The 
lofty  teachings  of  the  Church  doubtless 
contributes  to  this  desirable  condition. 


The  Law    of    Obedience.

11  Order  is  heaven's  first  law."  So 
said  Alexander  Pope  ;  and  many  accepted 
his  dictum  as  final.  President  George  Q. 
Cannon  questioned  the  truth  of  the 
saying.  He  affirmed  order  to  be  an 
effect  rather  than  a  cause,  a  result  flow- 
ing from  obedience,  Without  which  order 
would  be  impossible.  Obedience,  he 
maintained,  is  heaven's  fir-st  law,  and  the 
older  that  reigns  there  a  condition  con-e- 
quent.  Manifestly  this  is  a  correct  posi- 
tion. 

That  obedience  is  essential  to  order, 
must  be  apparent  even  to  a  casual  obser- 
ver of  the  every-day  life  of  men  and  na- 
tions. All  governments  demand  from 
their  people  obedience  tO' the  laws  enacted 
for  the  general  welfare.  Without  it  there 
would  be  no  peace,  no  protection,  confu- 
sion would  prevail,  and  anarchy  reign 
supreme.  This  is  readily  conceded  by 
most  men  as  to  human  governments  ;  but 
some  think  it  strange  that  divine  govern- 
ment should  be  administered  upon  like 
principles,  and  for  similar  though  higher 
ends. 

A  friend  of  mine,  somewhat  of  a  skep- 
tic, asked  me:  "  Why  must  I  belong  to 
a  church,  or  subscribe  to  a  creed,  or  un- 
dergo any  particular  ceremony,  in  order 
to  be  saved  ?  I  have  always  done  what  I 
thought  was  right  have  been  truthful, 
honest,  virtuous  and  benevolent.  Why 
is  that  not  enough  ?•  Why  will  it  not 
suffice  to  make  my  peace  with  God  and 
pave  my  way  to  Heaven  ?" 

I  answered  :  ' '  Suppose  you  were  an 
alien,  born  in  some  country  in  Europe, 
or  on  some  island  of  the  sea,  and  you 
came  to  America  desiring  to  become  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States.  When  told 
that  you  must  declare  your  intentions 
take  out  naturalization  papers,  forswear 
allegiance  to  any  foreign  power,  and 
honor  and  uphold  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  Republfe,  suppose  you  were 
to  reply  :    Why,  what  is  the  need  of  all 
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that  ?  I .  am  a  good  man  ;  have  always 
acted  honorably  :  am  clean,  moral  and 
upright  in  conduct  and  conversation. 
Why  is  that  not  sufficient  to  entitle  me 
To  vote,  to  hold  office,  take  up  land,  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  an 
American  freeman  ?  Do  you  think  such  a 
plea  would  avail?  No,  you  do  not.  You 
see  its  inconsistency  as  quickly  as  the 
Government  would  see  it  and  reject  your 
application.  You  would  not  expect  to 
become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  on 
your  own  terms.     Why,  then,  should  you 


hope  for  admittance  into  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven  upon  any  conditions  otlier  than 
those  which  the  King  himself  has  laid 
down . ' '

The  Right   To  Rule

of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  or  "Mormon"    Church.        Exerpts   from 
address  in  Salt  Lake  City  Tabernacle,  Jan.  31,  1932. 


Peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  cannot 
reign  upon  the  earth  until  man  is  govern- 
ed entirely  by  a  love  of  God. 

The  present  day  ills  of  the  world  are  a 
result  of  misrule  by  governments  which 
disregard  the  rights,  laws  and  command- 
ments of  God.  For  about  6,000  years, 
with  few  exceptions  and  then  only  among 
a  minority  of  the  people,  the  Lord  who 
has  a  right  to  rule  over  the  world  has  not 
done  so.  Men  have  created  their  own 
governments  and  made  their  own  laws, 
disregarding  the  rights  of  God.  Since 
the  influence  of  the  evil  spirit  had  enter- 
ed into  the  hearts  of  Adam's  children, 
causing  them  to  make  their  own  laws  and 
governments,  drifting  away  from,  the 
commandments  of  God,  men  have  con- 
tinued to  follow  this  habit. 

World  Is  Sick 

Governments  were  established  which 
ignored  mandates  and  privileges  of  him 
whose  right  it  is  to  reign,  Elder  Smith 
s.iid.  Men  have  forgotten  God,  and  thus 
we  find  the  world  today.  It  is  sick  and  it 
has  been  sick  during  its  mortal  history. 

' '  Man  without  the  aid  of  the  Spirit  of 
God  and  direct  aid  from  him  has  always 
proved  inadequate  to  rule,"  Elder  Smith 
said.  "If  we  had  a  righteous  govern- 
ment we  would  have  peace." 


The  speaker  told  further  of  the  many 
nations  of  the  world  that  have  been  des- 
troyed because  of  their  utter  disregard  for 
the  commandments  of  God,  and  gave  as  a 
direct  contrast  the  200  years  of  peace, 
happiness  and  prosperity  which  existed  on 
the  American  continent  after  the  coming 
of  Christ,  when  the  people  were  governed 
by  a  love  of  God  and  the  Spirit  of  God. 
When  these  people  began  to  drift  away 
from  God  and  again  to  form  their  own 
governments  and  make  their  own  laws 
they  were  destroyed. 

Cry  For  Peace 

Nations  of  the  world  today  are  crying 
for  peace.  This  desire  for  peace,  Elder 
Smith  said,  does  not  exist  because  of  a 
love  of  God  but  of  a  fear  for  war.  A  lack 
of  love  for  God  and  the  living  of  unrigh- 
teous lives  have  created  greed  and  lust  in 
mankind  and  they  are  fearing  and  tremble 
because  they  know  what  is  in  their  hearts 
and  know  also  that  that  which  is  in  the 
hearts  of  the  rest  of  the  world  is  the  same. 

The  time  will  come  that  God  will  as- 
sume his  right  to  rule  and  Satan  will  be 
cast  out.  We  are  looking  forward  to  that 
time  and  not  until  the  world  turns  to  God 
and  allows  him  to  rule  with  love  will 
peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  exist.

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"Is     Mormonism 
Narrow."

The  "  Mormons  "  are  very  often  ac- 
cused of  being  narrow,  because  they  claim 
that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  is  the  only  true  Church  of 
Christ  upon  the  earth  ;  because  they  claim 
that  they  are  the  only  ones  which  have 
the  authority  to  preach  the  Gospel  and 
administer  the  ordinances  of  the  same. 
Let  us  just  go  into  the  teachings  of 
"  Mormonism  "  in  that  regard  as  com- 
pared with  the  other  Christian  denomina- 
tions. 

Certain  sects  advocate  that  if  a  person 
does  not  accept  their  teachings  and  be- 
lieve in  Christ,  he  will  be  thrust  down  to 
hell,  where  he  will  burn  forever.  Others 
teach  that  it  doesn't  matter  what  church 
you  belong  to,  or  what  it  teaches,  just  so 
long  as  you  believe  in  Christ,  you  shall 
be  saved  and  dwell  with  God  in  Heaven 
and  play  a  harp  throughout  eternity. 
They  also  say  those  who  do  not  believe 
in  Christ  are  eternally  lost.  Still  others 
say  that  it  does  not  matter  what  a  person 
believes.  Even  though  he  worships  an 
animal  or  some  other  such  thing,  if  he 
thinks  it  is  right,  it  is. 

Now  compare  these  teachings  with 
those  of  "  Mormonism  "  which  are  the 
teachings  cf  Christ.  Christ  said  "In  My 
Father's  house  are  many  Mansions." 
(John  14:  2).  Paul  inspired  of  the  Lord 
declared  to  the  Corinthian  Saints,  "There 
are  also  celestial  bodies,  and'  bodies  ter- 
restrial :  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is 
one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is 
another.  There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun, 
and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and 
another  glory  of  the  stars  :  for  one  star 
differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So 
also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead." 
(I  Cor.  15:  40-42).  This  doctrine  of  a 
graded  state  of  salvation  has  been  clarified 
by  Modern  Revelation.  So  we  can  see 
that  all  will  be  rewaded  according  to  the 
lives   that  they   live   and   their   obediance 


to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

The  "  Mormons  "  admit  that  all 
churches  do  a  mighty  lot  of  good.  They 
help  men  to  live  better  lives  and  teach 
some  of  the  commandments  of  God.  But 
as  the  teachings  and  requirements  con- 
flict, in  these  churches,  they  can  not  all 
have  the  full  truth,  since  no  two  teach 
the  same  doctrine,  and  since  one  truth  is 
not  at  variance  with  another.  Take  the 
ordinance  of  baptism  for  instance.  Christ 
declared  it  to  be  necessary  for  salvation. 
Some  churches  teach  that  it  should  be 
done  by  sprinkling  and  some  that  it  is  not 
necessary  at  all.  And  this  in  place  of 
the  mode  which  Christ  used,  which  is  im- 
mersion. The  same  applies  to  other  fun- 
damental laws.  It  is  necessary  for  a  man 
to  have  the  proper  authority  to  adminis- 
ter such  ordinances  as  baptism.  Certainly 
God  is  not  the  author  of  confusion  that 
He  would  vest  this  in  just  anyone.  He 
will  not  authorize  men  to  teach  entirely 
ojDposing  doctrines. 

What  the  "  Mormons  "  claim  is — that 
they  have  the  Gospel  in  its  fulness,  hence 
the  others  can  not,  but  each  one  of  them 
aids  a  man  according' to  how  it  helps  him 
to  live  a  better  life,  and  to  the  oppor- 
tunity it  affords  to  enabling  him  to  com- 
ply with  the  commandments  of  Chri?.. 
So  one  church  can  offer  a  man  a  greater 
reward  than  another  if  he  strictly  obeys 
its  teachings. 

The  "  Mormons  "  solemnly  affirm  that 
they  have  the  trtie  Plan  of  Salvation.  All 
others  have  less.  "  Mormonism  "  is  the 
one  and  only  way  of  gaining  the  Celestial 
or  Highest  Degree  of  Glory.  Now  just 
because  a  person  is  a  "Mormon"  will  nob 
get  him  there.  He  must  live  the  gospel, 
be  obediant  to  the  commandments,  and 
endure  to  the  end. 

A  person  can  not  be  condemned  for  a 
law  which  he  knows  nothing  about.  God's 
justice  will  not  allow  it.  So  if  a  person 
has  never  had  the  opportunity  of  accept- 
ing the  Gospel,  that  opportunity  must  be 
given  him.  This  is  done  in  the  inter- 
mediate state.  The  Gospel  is  there 
preached  to  the  spirits  of  those  who  have 
died.  Thereby  they  may  be  judged  ac- 
cording: to  men  in  the  flesh  as  to  whether 
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they  accept  or  reject  it.  ;  It  is  necessary 
to  abide  by  the  lav/  to  gain  the  blessings 
which  come  from  obedience.  Celestial 
glory  can  be  obtained  in  no  other  way. 
Even  to  obtain  blessb)gs  in  this  life,  we 
must  abide  by  the  law  upon  which  they 
are  predicated. 

"A  man  can  not  be  saved  in  ignorance." 
He  must  become  acquainted  with  the  law 
to  be  able  to  obey  it.  The  Gospel  Plan 
offers  a  degree  of  salvation  to  all  except 
those  few  who  commit  the  unpardonable 
sin,  but  the  highest  only  to  those  who 
have  been  obedient — those  who  have  been 
tried  and  not  found  wanting.  Is  this  not 
a  most  just  way  ?  Can  man  with  all  his 
wisdom  give  a  more  just  and  merciful 
plan  than  this?  I  have  failed  to  see 
another   church   v,hich   offers   salvation   in 


some  degree  to  such  a  large  percent  of  the 
human  race,  and  also  provide  for  men  to 
be  rewarded  in  every  detail  according  to 
their  works.  In  "  Mormonism  "  every- 
one is  given  a  chance. 

Another  phase  of  the  Gospei  usually 
forgotten  by  the  churches  of  the  world  is 
that  of  eternal  jDrogression.  The  Gospel 
of  Christ  must  give  man  an  opportunity 
to  progress  and  be  obedient  for  all  time 
and  eternity  and  not  only  in  this  life. 
"  Morminism  "  teaches  that  by  obedience 
to  God's  laws  here  and  hereafter,  man 
may  progress  continually,  and  even  be- 
come "  as  God  now  is."  But  God  also  is 
progressing  eternally,  as  man  may.  Does 
this  sound  narrow?  Can  any  one  offer  a 
more  progressive  and  just  plan  than 
this  ? 


Mission  Meeting  Contest,  for  Song  Books, 

Commences  Sunday  May  1,  and  continues  6  months  to  Monday,  Oct  31. 


Many  of  the  Branches  of  the  Mission 
are  in  need  of  song  books.  To  enable 
each  Branch,  to  get  song  books  there  is 
another  competition  to  be  sponsored  by 
the  Mission.  This  competition  involves 
every  organization  in  every  Branch,  and 
all  Missionaries,  officers  and  teachers, 
members  and  friends.  Not  only  will  each 
District  be  competing  against  all  other 
Districts,  but  each  District  will  also  be 
competing  to  beat  1931  records. 

The  competition  is  this  :  — Commencing 
Sunday  morning,  May  1,  and  continuing 
for  six  months  to  October  31,  the  District 
having  the  most  meetings  and  the  great- 
est attendance  to  these  meetings,  (mem- 
bers, friends,  and  missionaries  included), 
compared  with  the  membership  of  the 
District  December  1,  1931,  will  win  a 
Mission  award  of  sufficient  new  song 
books  for  each  Branch  in  the  District.  If 
there  is  a  Sunday  School  or  a  Relief 
Society  organization  that  is  isolated  from 
a  principal  Branch,  this  organization  will 
also  receive  new  song  books.  The  District 
winning  second  place  will  receive  the  used 
song  books  of  the  winning  District  as  its 
award. 


The  number  of  meetings  will  count  30% 
and  the  number  in  attendance  will  count 
70%.  Every  meeting  held  counts  one  unit 
and  everyone  attending  a  meeting  will 
count  one  unit. 

The  membership  of  each  District  Dec. 
1,  1931  was  as  follows: — Cape,  266; 
Transvaal,  249:  Port  Elizabeth,  117; 
East  London,  92;  Natal,  76:  Kimberley, 
67  :  Bloemfontein,  60. 

A  meeting  is  to  be  classified  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  :  The  coming  together  of 
three  or  more  persons  in  a  meeting  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  :  to  be  opened  and 
closed  with  singing  and  prayer,  and  to 
last  at  least  40  minutes,  with  exception 
of  Elders  classes  and  report  meetings  and 
officers  and  teachers  preliminary  meet- 
ings. ' 

Branch  teacher's  meetings,  Choir  prac- 
tices, Conference  meetings,  Cottage  meet- 
ing, Cottage  singing  circles,  Elders  Re- 
port meetings,  and  study  classes,  (at  least 
two  to  be  present),  Fast  meetings,  Family 
home  evenings.  Genealogical  meetings. 
Gospel  study  meetings,  M.I. A.  meetings, 
Officers  and  Teachers  meetinigs,  which  are 
to  last  at  least  10  minutes,  and  a  prayer  at 
opening    or   closing,    without    singing    un- 
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less  desires,  Priesthood  meetings,  Parties, 
Relief  Society' meetings,.  Sacrament  meet- 
ings, Socials,  Street  meetings  (at  Street 
meetings  only  members,  missionaries,  and 
known  friends  in  attendance  are  to  be 
counted),  and  Sunday  Schools  should  all 
be  included  in  the  ■contest,  providing  they 
meet  the  requirements  of  meetings.  But 
all  meetings  must  be  supervised  by  the 
District  President,  or  some  one  appointed 
by  him,  or  the  regular  officers  of  the  or- 
ganization so  meeting. 

It  is  anticipated  that  many  ingenious 
ways  will  be  formed  to  get  more  meetings 
held  and  greater  attendance  at  all  meet- 
ings. For  instance,  the  District  Genealo- 
gical Supervisor  will  receive  instructions 
from  the  General  Mission  Supervisor, 
Elder  Thomas  Wilson,  to  hold  cottage 
meetings  in  the  homes  of  the  people  to 
take  up  Genealogical  subjects  and  at  the 
same  time  assist  the  people  in  filling  out 
their  family  group  records  and  temple 
forms.  The  District  Presidents  will  see 
that  more  neighborhood  Sunday  Schools 
and  other  organizations  are  started.  The 
Mission  Supervisor  of  Auxiliaries,  Elder 
Evan  P.  Wright,  will  see  that  the  Dis- 
trict Supervisors  get  more  interest  created 
in  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Mutuals.  The 
Relief  Society  under  supervision  of  Sister 
Geneve  J.  Dalton  will  inaugurate  a  wider 
campaign  for  more  members  and  more 
small  sub-branch  Relief  Societies  will  be 
commenced.  Many  people,  members  and 
friends,  will  open  their  homes  for  the 
elders  and  local  brethren  to  hold  cottage 
meetings  and  also  for  Branch  teaching, 
where  the  Gospel  can  be  preached  in  one's 
own  home  and  a  neighborly  visit  of 
the  Branch  teachers  made— such  a  blessing. 

The  Mission  President  requests  that  a 
complete  minute  be  kept  of  all  meetings 
and  that  the  names  of  those  in  attend- 
ance be  given  to  the  District  President 
in  time  for  his  monthly  report,  before 
the  twenty-fifth   of  each  month. 

Individual  Prize. 

As  a  compliment  to  the  person  attend- 
ing the  most  meetings  excepting  full  time 
missionaries,  during  this  six  months 
period,  the  Mission  President  will  present 
a  leather-bound  combination  of  the  Book 


of  Mormon,  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and 
Pearl  of  Great  Price,  and  to  the  next 
highest  twenty,  in  the  Mission,  he  will 
present  a  bound  volume  of  the  Articles 
of  Faith.  Everybody  should  see  that 
they  are  given  credit  for  attendance  at 
any  meeting  as  this  will  be  a  great  factor 
in  determining  the  individual  winners. 

All  Branch  Clerks  and  Secretaries  of 
the  different  organizations  should  see  that 
an  accurate  roll  is  kept  on  attendance 
both  in  names  and  number  of  times  in 
attendandce.

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East  London  Wins  Book  of  Mormon  Reading  Competition. 


Nearly  17%  of  Mission  membership  read  Book  of  Mormon  from  cover  to  cover 
during  six  months  of  competition.  Nearly  38%  of  membership  read  Book  of 
Mormon  assignments,  which  took  from  3  to  4  reading  circle  meetings  to  complete 

the  full  twenty. 


The  mission-wide  Book  of  Mormon 
reading  competition  started  Sept.  22, 
1931,  closed,  on  March  22,  1932,  with 
East  London  District  taking  first  prize ; 
Transvaal  District  second  prize  ;  Cape 
District  third;  Natal  fourth  ;  Kimberley 
fifth  and  Bloemfontein  not  reporting  any 
completions. 

Much  praise  is  due  the  Alfred  Shelver 
family  of  Cyphergat,  C.P.,  for  bringing 
East  London  to  the  front,  as  this  one 
family  held  five  reading  circles  with  ten 
members  in  each  circle.  Other  than  that 
Transvaal  would  have  had  first  place.  It 
is  a  joy  to  see  a  family  join  together  and 
co-operate  in  a  study  of  the  Gospel  as  the 
Shelver  family  has  done. 

113  people  read  the  Book  of  Mormon 
from  cover  to  cover,  and  14  read  it  twice, 
in  six  months,  making  the  percent  equal 
to  16.93%  of  the  Mission  membership. 

179  people  engaged  in  circle  reading, 
and  read  the  assignments  284  times,  or 
equivalent  to  37.68%  of  the  mission  popu- 
lation. 

There  are  many  in  the  various  districts 
who  are  to  be  complimented  for  their 
loyalty  .and  support  in  doing  all  they 
could  to  bring  first  prize  to  their  dis- 
trict. Particularly  the  following  are 
given  special  mention.  Brother  Hermann 
Hubert  of  Johannesburg  completed  seven 
reading  cirles,  which  was  the  highest  of 
any  one  in  the  mission.  Sister  Mary 
Kruger  of  Johannesburg  completed  six 
circles  to  be  next  highest  and  the  others 
who  completed  five  and  down  to  two  are 
as  follows:  Eileen  Vice  5,  Mary  Vice  5, 
Elder  S.  L.  Gardner  5,  Elder  Eldon 
Harris  5,  Daphne  Vice  4,  Elder  K.  Y. 
Stringham  4,  Olga  Hubert  3,  Cecil  G. 
Bibb  3,  Mary  Jakins  3,  R.  Bradfield 
Jakins  3,  Janetta  E.  S.  Brummer  3, 
William  H.  Brummer  3,  Thomas  Wilson

Violet  Phillips  2,  Edith  E.  Jakins  2, 
Daisy  Kunitz  2,  Hilda  Hubert  2,  Johanna

Those  who  read  the  Book  of  Mormon 
twice  from  cover  to  cover  during  the  six 
montns  were:  W.  P.  Daniels,  Clara 
Daniels,  and  Alice  Daniels  of  Cape  Town, 
Elizabeth  J.  M.  van  Molendorff  of  Rob- 
ertson, Jemima  Shelver  and  John  W.

Honorably  Released 


"  I  hate  to  give  it  to  you,"  said  the 
Mission  President,  with  sadness  in  his 
heart,  as  he  handed  an  Honorable  Re- 
lease from  active  missionary  work  in  The 
South  African  Mission  to  Elder  Thomas 
Y.  Wilson.  This  occured  on  March  31, 
after  Elder  Wilson  had  completed  a  very 
dutiful  and  useful  mission  to  the  Church 
and  to  the  people  of  South  Africa,  last- 
ing exactly  three  years  and  one  month. 
He  commenced  his  wonderful  work  on 
March  1,  1929  with  a  sweet  spirit  and 
the  sweetness  of  his  soul  grew,  as  his 
ability  to  do  increased.  His  reward  for 
one  duty  was  the  power  to.  fulfil  another. 

Elder  Wilson  kept  up  his  end  of  the 
work  with  consistency  and  fidelity.  He 
was  mindful  of  the  course  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  pursue,  and  daily  and  regular- 
ly followed  it. 

"  He  walked  straight  and  did  not  fall." 
He   knew,    as   Henry    Ward    Beecher 


puts,  it,  that,  "  He  who  is  false  to  present 
duty  breaks  a  thread  in  the  loom,  and 
will  find  the  flaw  when  he  may  have  for- 
gotten its  cause,"  and  consequently  he 
gained  the  perfect  confidence  of  his  Mis- 
sion President  and  his  fellow  companions 
and  all  who  knew  him. 

The  exemplary  mission,  not  to  men- 
tion the  good  life  of  Elder  Wilson,  indi- 
cates that  the  people  of  South  Africa  can 
do'  missionary  work  and  live  the  gospel 
just  as  effectively  and  worthily  as  others, 
if  they  will.  His  home  is  at  Ronde- 
bosch,  near  Capetown,  He  was  given  a 
welcome  home  party  April  6th,  by  Mow- 
bray Branch,  in  connection  with  the 
celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Church. 

Elder  Wilson  averaged  51^  hours  tract- 
ing  a  month ;  distributed  nearly  nine 
Books  of  Mormon  each  month,  and  got 
34  subscriptions  to  Cumorah's  Southern 
Cross  ;  attended  1006  meetings  and  bap- 
tised 35  people  into  the  Church,  besides 
extensively  traveling  over  the  Union  and 
into  Southern  Bhodesia  and  South  West 
Africa,  under  special  appointments.  His 
total  hours  missionary  work  each  day 
were  high  and  altogether  his  labors  were 
always  among  the  best,  both  in  effort  and 
achievement. 

The  missionary  force  loses  a  stalwart 
"Soldier  for  the  King"  after  3  years 
and  a  month  esteemable  service,  like  the 
British  Army  lost  him  as  a  badly  wound- 
ed Soldier  for  the  Crown,  after  five  years 
of  honorable  service,  in  the  World  War.

Wilson  and  reward  him  with  ability  to 
"  Carry  On  "  is  the  wish  of  his  mission- 
ary companions,  the  members  and  friends 
of  the  Church  and  President  and  Sister 
Dalton.—  D.
